He and his: assistants 
made 917 sketches during that 
opposition, © showing’ more 
“canals”, and showing them 
more clearly than they had ever 
been seen before or have been 
seen since. . 

“His observations of the canala 
as a geometrical network of 
straight narrow markings have 
not been confirmed by highly 
skilled observers with more 
powerful telescopes,'t Jones said:
